Investigation has identified Hisler, born 1/24/23, 
as a former employee at Goddard Space Flight Center 
(GSFC) , with long history of problems at GSFC 
and of questionable mental stability. During calls, 
Hisler stated he did not intend any threatening 
comments regarding Church, but only had a feeling 
of the Senator possibly being assassinated. He 
felt it was his civic duty to report an attempt 
on the Senator's life. It is noted investigation 
discloses no threats actually made.
